This is the 
same road for which petitions have 
been presented and acted upon sever­ 
al times during the past year. 
It had been expected that the board 
would select a county attorney for 
the coming year, but the matter was* 
not brought up. 
A special session 
will be held Thursday and it is the 
understanding 
a selection will be 
made then. 
The question of who will get the 
plum is agitating the attorneys and 
Democratic politicians of the county 
considerably.

while not active candidates are per­ 
fectly willing to take the job of deal­ 
ing out advice to the commissioners 
and the county officers. 
S. A. Barnes who holds the posi­ 
tion at present would like to hold it 
another yea* and an endorsement of 
him has been signed by Judge Shea, 
all the county officers and deputies 
and the president of tin* county coun­ 
cil. 
It is contended that he should 
hold the place until the court house 
improvements are completed, he hav­ 
ing drawn the contracts for them.

If the Proctor restrictive and regu­ 
lative liquor bill, the provisions of 
which have been agreed uoou in the 
senate, becomes a law, Seymour will 
have not over eight s a lo o n s . 
This would mean sore disappoint­ 
ment for some of tlie men who have 
been laying their plans to open sa­ 
loons should the repeal of the county 
option law result in the city becoming 
wet. 
One of the important 'provisions; 
of the proposed law is that the mini- ¡ 
her of saloons in a community shall 
be limited to one for each 1000 popu­ 
lation, though one is permitted for 
the tii'st ">00 or fraction thereof. 
The 
population of a city would be esti­ 
mated 
by 
multiplying the 
number 
of votes cast for mayor at the pre­ 
ceding election by live. 
As 
1545 
votes were cast for mayor in Sey­ 
mour last time the population of the 
city would be estimated at 7720 which 
would mean an opening for eight sa­ 


l o o n s . 
Before the city went dry 
there were over 2d saloons hen* and 
it is thought there is many men who 
have been figuring on engaging in bus­ 
iness if the city becomes wet. 
The county commissioners would 
have the right under the proposed law 
to determine who among the appli­ 
cants should have the license. 
S o 
the proper caper would be to snuggle 
up to the commissioners and gel a 
seat among the favored few. Without 
tin* poper pull he would likely have a 
poor show for a license as the Board 
would be all powerful. 
As the possi­ 
bilities of the proposed 
law 
have 
dawned upon the minds of men inter­ 
ested in the opening of the saloons, 
there has been some very vigorous 
language used. 
What is tin* use of a 
wet town if you can't have the privi­ 
lege of running a saloon if you want 
to. 
The bill provides for a license of 
$.500 in cities and $300 in incorjior- 
ated town and townships which with 
the $200 state license would make the 
saloon licenses $700 and $5(i!). There 
are many other provisions in the bili 
but the above mentioned are receiv­ 
ing most 
attention.

Cretonne Slips Are Am ong the Pret­ 
tiest Things That Can Be Used 
for This Purpose. 


Few women realize how pretty and 
practical are furniture covers made 
from 
cretonne 
and 
other 
figured 
material, or more housewives would 
make use of such slips in renovating 
old and worn furniture. 
Incidentally, 
these modern "slips” can be made by 
a woman who has had any experience 
in cutting patterns. 
I 
find 
that 
models for chair covers, etc., can be 
best made by cutting a design from 
three-cent 
cambric and 
fitting 
it 
snugly with pins to the furniture. 
W hen the exact dimensions of each 
piece are complete in cambric these 
trial “slips” must be unpinned and 
laid on the material from which the 
“slips” are to be constructed. 
It Is not necessary to 
bind 
the 
seams in these slips. 
Indeed, in a 
figured fabric the effect of such seams 
is undesirable. 
On plain, dun-colored 
fabrics life is introduced by the use 
of red or blue braid on the seams. 
With figured goods, French seaming 
Is best. 
It makes a firm and neat 
finish, and obviates the use of an­ 
other color. 
In slip covers the fram e 
of 
the 
furniture Is hidden by the material. 
They are precisely what 
they 
are 
called, “slips,” which easily can be 
large en ou gh to allow for shrinkage 
when first w a s h e d .

A hill for the prevention of abuse 
and neglect of horses and mules has 
been prepared by the Animal Protec­ 
tive association of Evansville.

elty. because they become operative 
only after an act of cruelty has been 
committed.

The ingenio u s gardener, ho wev er, 
made a mistake in u sing that name so 
early in the game. 
Fo r so o n ano ther 
inspiratio n came to him, and he graft­ 
ed the Kaiser to mato o n to a red pep­ 
per. 
Here, indeed, was a co mbinatio n 
v egetable really wo rthy the name o f 
Ro o sev elt. 
Bu t, o wing to his u nfo r­ 
tu nate precipitatio n in the u se o f that 
co gno men, he was o bliged to fall back

ance. 
Bo th the Kaiser and the Ro o sev elt 
to mato es respo nded with alacrity to 
this particu lar fo rm o f graft. 
The Kai­

as heav ily . 
Bo th are pleasing in shape and co l­ 
o r, hav e a fine flav o r and so lid flesh, 
and ev en in the 
largest 
specimens 
there is no waste. 
They are ex cel­ 
lent fo r all co o king pu rpo ses; e. g., 
canning, catsu p, jelly , etc., since they 
are no t watery , and co ntain few seeds. 
They are admirable fo r eating raw, 
since they lack the acid taste o f o rdi­ 
nary to mato es and 
are 
remarkably 
mild. 
Also they 
retain 
their 
ju ice 
after being cu t. 
They ship well. 
In 
sho rt, so far as kno wn, these are su ­ 
perio r to any to mato es in ex istence. 
The gardener believ es that he has 
su cceeded in intro du cing the blo o d o f 
eggplants into to mato es, and thinks 
that the eggplant is respo nsible fo r 
the great size o f the new fru its, their 
mild flav o r, so lid flesh and deep red 
co lo r.—Co u ntry Life in America.

Washington.—No other government 
pu blishes as many pu blic docu ments 
as the United States, and no other 
execu tive department of the govern­ 
ment issu es as m a n y pu blications as 
the department of agricu ltu re. 
It is 
the fu nction yrf this department to ac­ 
q u ire and disseminate u sefu l informa­ 
tion in regard to agricu ltu re. If James 
Wilson, who has been secretary of the 
department u nder three presidents, has 
been a remarkable su ccess, it is be­ 
cau se he has called to his assistance 
the best experts 
money 
can 
hire. 
These employees are now tu rning ou t 
docu ments relating to every su bject 
in which a farmer cou ld possibly be 
Interested. 
Within recent years the department 
lias not been able to obtain an appro­ 
priation su fficient for printing enou gh 
docu ments t o su pply the demand. The 
legislative body has, in a wav, solved 
the problem by au thorizing the sale of 
government pu blications at a normal 
price. 
Under the operation of a pro­ 
vision of the law the su perintendent 
of docu ments may reprint and sell any 
pu blication, so long as there is a de­ 
mand for it withou t any expense to 
the department. Conseq u ently, by pay­ 
ing a nominal 
price, applicants are 
able to obtain docu ments which can 
no longer be obtained free from the 
department, and which wou ld not oth­ 
erwise be available, owing to the in­ 
su fficiency of the department’s fu nd 
for printing additional copies. 
Scope of Publications. 
The department is now printing and 
distribu ting more than 25,000,000 cop 
ies of docu ments annu ally. These rep­ 
resent nearly 2,000 different pu blica­ 
tions. 
Of the more than 
25,000,000 
copies of pu blications distribu ted du r­ 
ing the last year, 9 ,337,500 were farm­ 
ers’ bu lletins, and 15,852,9 09 were mis­ 
cellaneou s pu blications, inclu ding re­ 
ports, bu lletins, circu lars, etc. Of these 
miscellaneou s pu blications 14,770,819 
were new and 1,082,150 were earlier 
pu blications reissu ed. 
Of the farm­ 
ers’ bu lletins 2,9 15,000 were new and 
6,422,500 were reprints. 
The demand for the farmers* bu lle­ 
tins increases from year to year. 
The 
9 ,000,000 copies of su ch bu lletins pu t 
ou t du ring the last year cost the gov­ 
ernment a copy 1 1-3 cents, as com­ 
pared with 1 3-5 cents for the preced­ 
ing year. 
The farmers’ bu lletin se­ 
ries known as experimental station 
work contains 57 nu mbers, each nu m­ 
ber comprising from six to a dozen

Alesia. bu t the q u estion has remain­ 
ed open, as there were several rival 
claimants, 
particu larly

ever. there can no longer

Recent excavations have not 
only settled the q u estion of site, bu t 
they have resu lted in discoveries en­ 
tirely u nexpected and of the most in­ 
teresting character.
